Prepared  Fibre  is  composed  of  excellent  Holland  peat,  com- 
bined with  other  materials,  such  as  charcoal,  crushed  oyster 
shell,  etc.,  to  keep  it  sweet.  It  does  not  dry  out  as  quickly  as 
soil  nor  sour  if  too  much  water  is  given.  It  is  light,  clean  and 
nice  to  handle,  and  if  used  as  directed  will  encourage  healthy 
growth  and  perfection  of  bloom.  By  our  own  testing  of  this 
material  we  have  found  that  the  bulbs  come  into  flower  two 
weeks  earlier  when  planted  in  fibre,  and  that  the  flowers  are 
much  larger.

require  protection  throughout  the  country  excepting  in 
fart  Southern  states.  It  is  well,  however,  to  protect  all 
Roses  from  severe  winters.  The  important  point  is  to 
keep  the  ground  around  the  base  of  the  plants  dry.  The 
plants  should  be  first  covered  with  rough  material  of  some 
kind  to  allow  of  a circulation  of  air  over  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  and  this  rough  covering  can  be  topped  With 
leaves,  manure  or  other  coarse  material  such  as  will 
shed  the  winter  storms  of  rain,  sleet  and  snow.  Plants  in 
winter  should  be  kept  dry  for  the  same  reason  that  we 
keep  ourselves  dry.  Remember,  there  is  much  more  in 
common,  or  should  be,  between  animal  and  plant  life 
than  is  practically  acknowledged  by  most  of  those  who 
strive  for  success  in  the  growing  of  Roses.  One  must 
always  remember  that  both  demand  for  their  perfect  de- 
velopment a sufficiency  of  nourishing  food  and  drink,  a pure  at- 
. mosphere,  a temperature  as  equable  as  possible,  careful  protection 
and  thorough  cleanliness.  Let  everyone  who  plants  Roses  bear  this 
in  mind,  and  we  shall  find  a wonderful  improvement  in  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  flowers.
